THE DBEATH-ROLL. | 

Maxton, ‘Williamson Co., III., 1 11—“ Ola 
George Bulliner, waylaid on the road from his 
farm to Carbondale, and shot, Dec. 23, 1873; 
died that night. 

David Bullmer (son of Old George”), while 
riding home from church on the night of Sun- 
day, March 29, 1874, in company with his brother 
Monroe, his cousin, Miss Stancil, and several 
other young men and women, was fired upon 
from a fence-corner at the road-side, receiving 
two vn of buckshotio his breast, died two 
days . 

Old Jim“ Henderson, while at work in field 
in May, 1874, shot; died afew days after. 

Dr. Yincent Hinchcliffe, waylaid while re- 
turning from a visit to a patient, and shot, 
within 200 yards of his own house, and instantly 

Capt. George W. Sisney (who, after several 
attempts had been made upon his life, moved to 
Carbondale, thinking to find safety in the town, 
and took a house in the most thickly-built por- 
tion of it), on the night ot the 23th uit., between 
9and 10 o'clock, called up to see a man,” 
and shot from outside through the window of 
his sitting-room, and instantly killed. 

William Spence, on the night of the 31st ult. (on 
which day Sisney’s remains had been buried at 
that town), after having retired for the night to 
his sleeping-room over his store at Orainsville, 
“called up to see a man;” when he 
came, with a lamp in his hand, to the store 
room below, and was unlocking the door, to 
admit bis visitor, fired at through the show- 
window, receiving a charge of buckshot in his 
breast; that not immediately killing him, the 
assassins entered the store (Spence had turned 
the key in the lock an instant before he was 
shot), aod a couple of pistol-balls were fired, ane 
into his head and the other into his heart. 

Total killed, 6. 

WOUNDED AND SHOT AT. 

Miss Stancil, a cousin of Dave Bulliner, on 
the night of Sunday, March 28. 1874, while she 
was riding home from church with him and oth- 
ers (the night “Dave” was shot and killed), 
wounded by one of the shots from the fence- 
corner; after a painful illness, she recovered. 


Jason Ditmore, working in a field adjoining 


the Henderson place, was, a fow days after the 
murder of Old Jim” Henderson, shot,—it is 
supposed by mistake, his assailant supposing him 
to be one of the Hendersons, whom Ditmors ro- 
sembied in appearance. Ditmore was but slight- 
ly wounded, and soon recovered. — 

— Robb, a workman on ‘the Henderson 
place, within a few days of the shooting of 
Ditmore,—prior thereto, L believe,—was at work 
in a field on the Henderson farm, 
When he saw 8 man, with 4 dianket 
over his shoulders, appronching from a few rods

Baker happened to 
be out of range,—his shadow cast obliquely upon 
the window-curtain, it 1s supposed, misleading 
the shooter, who aimed in the wrong direction. 

Dr. Vincent Hinchcliffe was fired at on two sev- 
eral occasions before the night on which he met 
bis fate. 

Capt. George W. Sisney was fired at on no less 
than three several occasions before he was mur- 
dered, and, on one of them, was badly wounded. 
His assailants then were the Bulliner boys.” 

Total wounded (shot), 4; shot at, 3. 

The marksmanship, it will be observed, was 
excellent, considering the disadvantages under 
which the marksmen fired,—at night, at men on 
horetback, or through windows with the eur- 
tains dropped,—the score standing: Killed, 6; 


hit, but not mortally wounded, 4; missed, 


only 3. 
WARNED OUT OF THE COUNTY. 

John Robinson, one of the witnesses against 
Cagle, indicted for one of the shootings at Sis- 
ney, since Sisney’s murder received an anon- 
ymous written warning that, if he didn’t “ get,” 
his fate would be like that of Sieney. Robinson 
fled to Marion, and avowed his determination to 
leave. the county; but the BState’s Attorney 
placed him under quasi-protection (in fact, the 
State’s Attorney is powerless there to protect 
anybody, and himself is in peril from stray pis- 
tal-shots any night, as he confessed to me). 

Allan Brown, who, baving had a fight with one 
of the Bulliner boys,” was shot at, after hav- 
ing disregarded a warning to leave, and who was 
suspected of kaowing too much about the Cagle 
case, has left. He didut feel called upon to 
take further risks of assassination in order that 
he might (if he survived) further justice by 
divulging what he knew about the murders and 
murderous assaults. 

Capt. Sisney's eldest son, a young man about 
21 years of age, since the murder of his father 
has received anonymous epistles threatening his 
life unless he quitted this region; and, in con- 
sequence, he sent word to the State’s Attorney 
that he should pot appear before the (irand 
Jury, but was going to Missouri. He has die- 
appeared, and, it is currently reported, has gone 
to Missouri, whither the rest of the family wil! 
soon follow bim. 

E. P. Purdy, a wealthy citizen, in no wise 
involved in the feuds that have led to the mur- 
ders and shooting-affrays, but who owns a saw- 
mill 34¢ miles east of Carbondale and 44¢ miles 
from Crainville (the theatre of numerous bloody 
encouvters), in which mill was emploved Allan 
Baker, on the 8d of June last received a letter 
through the Post-Oflice ‘* warning him to dis- 
charge Baker and two other of his employes, 
named respectively Thomas Crenshaw and John 
Anderson. Purdy, who is a reputable, influential 
man, with pleuty of friends, wasn’t disposed to 
be frightened so easily, and did not dis- 
charge any of the men. Next, Baker 
was shot at through the window, 
as detailed above. A few days after, 
on going to the mili! to begin work in the moro- 
ing, Mr. Purdy found the be!lting cut, and on the 
bead-block were ranged tour charges of powder 
and four cartridges,—indicating in grim fashion, 
1% is supposed, that an equal number of charges 
and buckshot were iu reserve, to be lodged, as 
soon as opportunity presented, in the vitals of 
him (Purdy), and the three men—Baker, Cren- 
shaw, and Anderson—whom he had not dis- 
charged pursuant to notice. About this time, 
Baker prudently took bimseif out of range, by 
quitting the region. 

Three days after, the men employed at Purdy’s 
mili were at dinner. Their boarding-house wa-¢ 
on the edge of a corn-field, and, conscious of 
their peril, but afraid to coufess it, the men had 
been, f-jestingly, half-seriously, referring to 
the possibility of shots coming into their midst at 
the table, from out the corn-field. Thereupon 
one of them, just to try the nerves of his fel- 
lows, sprang up, and, looking toward tue coro- 
field, shouted: Get out of there, you s—— of 
a b——., or I'l! shoot the head off you!” To the 
astonishment of them all, a man did at once get 
up and get out of that corn-field, and from with- 
in easy range of the dining-room. Ihe workmen 
armed themselves with shot-guus, and pursued ; 
but the lurking rascal had the start, and escaped. 
The story may sound like those robber-tales that 
used to send us to bed shivering with terror 
when we were little folk. But it was told me by 
an eye-witness, who was one of that dinner- 
party, and who is a well-known, responsible cit- 
wen. He is no coward either; but, had his 
veracity not been vouched for beyond doubt, his 
manner in telling it, his reluctance to talk about 
it, and the sense of peril with which it yet m- 
spired him, would have convinced me he was 
telling the literal truth. 

George Williams, a workman in the same vicio- 
ity (who by his neighbors is suspected of know- 
ing somethiog about some of the murders), has 
also received his warning, and is preparing 
to leave. 

Besides, not less than a dozen men have lately 
suddenly quitted this part of Williamson County. 
Possibly some of them bave fled because of their 
implication in the murders. But no man has 
gone toward whom suspicion was directed, while 
those whom ali the circumstances inculpate are 
here to-day; and the current opinion is, that 
those who have gone had received warnings,” 
which they do not dare either to communicate 
nor disregard. 

In addition to afl this, it is matter of current 
history that Jennings, late State’sAttorney, re- 
signed his office because of the threats and 
‘* warnings received by him. Forster, the edi- 
tor of a new Democratic weekly paper, who, in 
this Democratic County, last winter dared, in 
tolerably bonest pbrase, denounce the murder- 
ous banditti, and demand that the laws be en- 
forced against them, found it but unhealthy and 
unprofitable to remain in this town (Marion), 
and suspended publication and left some time 
wince, leaving the field to editors, the leading one 
of whom told me that the people mixed up in 
the troubles, were all good citizens and friends 
of his,” wherefore he (the editor) ** dida’t care to 
mix up’ init by talking about it. 

INEXOBABLE JUSTICE VINDICATED. 

For all this series of cowardly, cold-blooded 
assassinations and attempts to commit murder, 
no man has been hanged ; not one has been sent 
to the Penitentiary; one, John Bulliner, who 
was undoubtedly proved guilty, was uitted by 
a Williamson County jury on a flimsy alibi; one 
of the murderers, Tom“ Russell, against 
whom the evidence was conclusive, was discharg- 
ed on preliminary examination for one murder, 
and suffered to walk out of the Court-room and 
ride off by the vigilant Deputy-Sheriff, who was 
there im waiting with awarrant for Russell's 

for another murder; “Jim Norris,” 
against whom the evidence is overwhelming, 
aud who is under an indictment for murder (one 
of the series), isa relative—cousin, I learn—of 
Sheriff Norris, of Williamson County, and that 
worthy official can’t be persuaded to catch Jim:

crowd collected within fifteen minutes; but not 
one man in all Carbondale was there that night 
who had the courage, or the regard for law, to 
even propose pursuit of the murderers, eren 
after the latter had been tracked to where they 
mounted their horses; and this though the 
tracks left it uncertain whether, while murderers 
were talked about, there was more than one man 
who fied! Certainly there was not—as what evi- 
dence has been disclosed shows—more than ct: 
assassins who that night took flight. 

DENIZENS OF MURDERERS GROUND. 

But to return to Murderers’ Ground, from 
which, for the present, let us exclude the city or 
town of Carbondale, though one of these mur- 
ders was these committed, and though, also, is 
seems to be the best spot one could select for 
committing an outrageous murder, without fear 
of molestation afterward. A glance at the 
group of idiers gathered at the sev- 
eral way-stations on the route between 
Carbondale and Marion—particular! at 
Crainville and Carterville- was sufficient. 
Only too obviously, they were true types of the 
the rutanly element that bas gaiged the ascend- 
ant in Williamson and the eastern portion of 
Jackson County.. Their like I have never seen 
before, save an.ong the poor white trash of West 
Tennessee and of Mississippi. Dirty roughs, 
clad in tow shirts. butternut homespun, and 
cowhide boots, banging round the drug- 
stores (here grog-shops are so designated), to 
drink beuzine, discuss who is the best man,“ 
and, if enough beuzine have been copsumed, to 
settle that grbat question by fighting it cut then 
and there. Men, as one soon learns of them, 
who are born bullies, every mother’s son of 
them, and who are so proud of nothing as bay- 
ing knocked down some other man, and, while 
be was down, kicked, choked, bit, and gouged 
bim, until the victor has spent his strength and 
his rage. Fellows who seek a quarrel with every 
newcomer, and are not satisfied until 
they bave so beaten, kicked, and gouged 
him, or been so beaten, kicked, and 
gouged, in their turn. Fellowes who will 
“fight for their friends,”—that is, if a friend 
gets into a fight and be getting the worst of it, 
they will pitch iu, and, two or three to one, lick 
the other fellow within an ioch of his life. Fel- 
lows not aman of whom attacks another when 
both are armed and the chances are even, but 
who sneak around of nights to waylay their ene- 
mies or shoot at them through windows, as bas 
been done bere. Fellows who work as little as 
needs be, and drink all the liquor they can get, 
and most of all men “admire a man of their own 
sort who has money as well. To him, in their 
phrase, they tie, they take up his fights and 
fight them out, and aiterward drniuk when he 
treats. 

LEADERS OF THE HOSTILE CLANS—THE BULLI- 
NERS. 

Men of the latter sort were the Bulliners and 
the Hendersons, between whom aad Sisney orig- 
inated the teud that hae culminated in this se- 
ries of assassinations. 

The Bullinger family settled in Williamson 
County in 1864. Thefamily then consisted of 
Old George (the father), aud Dave.“ John, 
Monroe, and Emanuel (sons), the latter of 
whom were then voung men. To the tribe was 
added, by marriage, Wesley Council, a brother- 
m-law. The Bullimers were, or gave out that 
they were, Union refugees” from McNair 
County, Tennessee. They brought with them 
capital and live stock to the amount of about 
$25,000, bought land, and engaged in cotton- 
growing,—‘* Oid George also bhying up pearly 
the entire cotton-crop of the connty, which, at 
that time, was considerable. They were a big- 
boned, broad-shouldered lot, wonderfully de- 
veloped in muscle, and “ bully good fellows,” 
except to people who didn’t happen to agree 
with them. From their history, as re- 
couated to me by a number of oid 
settlers, I should say the Bulliners were 
most agreeabie to those who agreed ip ail 
things with them, and remarkably disagreeable 
to those who im very small things disagreed 
with the Bulhiners. The surrounding roughs 
soon learned that the Bulliners bad sand in 
their craws,” wouldn't be put upon” by any- 
body, and iicked unmercifully whoever interfer- 
ed with them. This, and the fact that they had 
money, at once gave the Bulliners a commaud- 
ing influence iu their neighborhood, and they 
speedily bad their clan of retainers, ready to 
fight for the Bulliners whenever there weren't 
enough Bulliners to do the fighting, and more 
ready to drink at the Bulliners’ expense wherever 
invited, 

THE HENDERSONS. 

In 1865 the Hendersons came from Tennessee, 
and settled in Wiiliamson County, near tne 
Bulliners, about a mile and a quarter from what 
ie now Cartersville Station, on the railroad 
between Carbondale and Marion. Of the 
Hendersons, there were Old Jim.“ Old Bill,” 
and Old Jo,” and Jim aod Fielding, young 
men, sons of Old Bill, and Sam and Pad. 
sons of . Old Jo,” both young men. Old Jim” 
was a fellow of immense stature and hercuiean 
strength, and, besides having moet money, was 
naturally the leader. For the rest, the Hender- 
sous, though possessed of a little less money, 
were of precisely the same type as the Bulliners, 
and, in their turn, soon became quite as impor- 
tant people in their neighbor and bad quite 
as many recruits ready to fight at their bidding 
and to drink at their expense. 

BEGINNING OF HOSTILITIES. 

Of course, the neighborhood was too small to 
hold two such families. Not a great while 
— * r 2 of the Bulliners met Field 

enderson at a drinking-shop (‘‘ grocery,” in 
the lingo of Williamson), — bales two or 
three to one, duly threshed bim. 

About a week afterward, the Henderson who 
had been went over into a field where 
David Bulliner, Sr.—a brother ot Old George” 
(David, Sr., shortly after returned to Tennessee, 
and was therefore omitted from the enumera- 
tion of the tribe,)—was at work. Henderson 
bore with of pis- 

„Satisfaction, —want- 
to fight it out then nd there. 
David Senior had small 
fignting, aud respectful 0 * 
match ; whereon Henderson warued him that be 
would have to get out of this county.” A few 
months after David Senior—* Old Dave,” as he 
was called—iid get—went back to Tennessee. 
His return weakened the Bulliver forces by 80 
much as his figh abilities counted for, and 
hostilities Were not immediately renewed. But 
the bad blood of the Bulliners and the Hender- 
sons was roused ; and, with these semi-savages 
in this semi-savage locality, bloodletting was 
sure to come of it.—which was only a question 
of time, forthe Bulliners and the

a cousin of Tom Russell, which led to a quar- 
rel, and thereafter Russell was to be reckoned 
among the adherents of the Hendersons. 

THE HOSTILE FACTIONS. 

were then thus arrayed: On the ane side, the 
Bulliners and Crains; on the other, the Hender- 
soos, Tom Ré@ssell, and the Sisneys, and one 
William Black, who had also got mixed up; and 
from thence fights and broken heads were the 
order. Omitting the long detail of those which 
has been furnished by everybody here I have 
talked with, and the which fills an impor- 
tant place in the history of Williamson County, 
let me leave this branch of the subject. 

The rumpus continued during the fall and 
winter of 1873, leading to a number of prosecu- 
tions, which resulted in uittal or the imposi- 
tion of paltry fines, until the business grew 
more serious. 
“OLD GEORGE” 


DERED. 

On the 23d of December, 1873, Old George” 
Bulliner started from his farm to Carbondale. 
On the road he was fired on from a thicket,- te- 
ceiving a load of buckshot in his side and back, 
That night be died, without making any state- 
ment to the authorities. But, when he felt that 
bis hour had come, he summoned his sons to bis 
bedside, and (so it is currently believed here), 
communicated to them the names of his murder- 
ers, aod exacted from them an oath to avenge 
his death. 

No warrant was issued for his murderers, who- 
ever they might have been; nobody was arrest- 
ed ; no effort was made to bring the assassins to 
justice. The Bulliners waited. 

ASSASSINATION OF DAVE BULLINER. 

On Sunday night, March 29, 1874, as David and 
Monroe Bulhner, together with their cousin, 
Miss Stancil, were. in company with several of 
their acquaintances, returning from church vear 
their farm, the two Bulliners, who were riding a 
a little in the rear of the party, were fired upon 
from behind a fence,—two shot-guns and 
some small arms being discharged at them. 
The two young men turned toward their con- 
cealed assailants and returned the fre, 
Monroe emptying his revolver, six 
phots, and Dave” firing five times, 
when he was mortally wounded, two buckshot 
penetrating his heart, notwithstanding which he 
survived two days. Then his remains were sent 
to Tennessee, as had been those of “Old 
George,” to de there laid among the bones ot 
his ancestors. 

For the murder of Dave the Bulliners had 
Tom Russell and a fellow named Pleasants, who 
was a comrade of R. “s. arrested. Though suepi- 
cion pointed toward Pleasants, there was no di- 
rect testimony against him, and the prosecution 
as to him wasabandoned. At the preliminary ex- 
amination, Dave Bulliner’s dying declaration that 
Russell was the man who had shot him was 
adinitted; Russell was proved to have been seen 
lurking in the vicinity with bis shot-gun; an old 
white hat, identified as Russell's, and picked up 
near the fence-corner from which Bulliner had 
been fired at, was produced in court; a portion 
of the gun- wadding was discovered to be a piece 
of the St. Louis Globe newspaper, aod corre- 
sponded with a fragment found in one of the 
barrels of Russell's shot-gun. By the evidence 
of Dr. Vincent Hincheliffe, the Postmaster,it was 
proved that the only copy of the Globe taken at 
that office was taken bv Russell's father. 

RUSSELL'S ESCAPE. 

But, in the teeth of all this evidence, Russel! 
was let go; bat was indicted at the April term of 
the Willlamson County Circuit Court, aud. on trial, 
acquitted by the Williamson County jury. While 
the jury was out, a Special Deputy-Sheriff from 
Jackson County was waiting with a warrant for 
Russells arrest on an indictment for the murder 
of * Old George Bulliner, found by the Grand 
Jury of Jackson County, and the Deputy, who, 
singularly enough, chanced to be a friend of 
Ruseell’s, permitted that worthy to walk off. 
Russell has not yet been arrested. Nobody in 
Williamson County tries to arrest him ; evidently 
nobody dares attempt it. 

This failure of justice in the case of the mur- 
derers of Old George and Dave Balliner 
set the current of public sympathy in their 
favor, aod to-day the tacit sentiment of half 
Williamson County seems to be that, if the 
Bulliners are guilty of the murders of which 
they are suspected, they are fully justified in so 
avenging the assassination of their father and 
brother, 

REINFORCEMENTS FOR THE BULLINERS. 

About the time of Russell’s escape, word 
somehow came from Tenoessee that the Bullin- 
ers there had determined that uo more of their 
family should be sent bome from William- 
son County in wooden overcoats, sod 

after there appeared in William- 
County Old ave” Bulliner and 
four or five young men, relatives, who an- 
nounced that they had come to help the boys out 
with the crop, but each of whom, it was noticed, 
bore a double-barreled shot-gun. Old Dave 
soon returned to Tennessee. Of the others, 
nothing is known. 
OLD JIM HENDERSON SHOT DOWN. 

Now the bloody work began. In May, 1874, 
Oid Jim” Henderson, leader of the Henderson 
faction, was shot down in one of his fields, and 
died about ten days afterward. In his dying 
declaration, he charged John and Monroe 
Bulliner and Jim Norris, a desperado 
chum of theirs, with hie murder. John 
Bulliner and Norris were indicted. John 
Bulliner stood trial. His animus towards the 
murdered man was shown, aiso threats; besides, 
was the dving declaration 1 who 
had every o unity, in daylight, in an open 
field, rd — his assailants, that John 
Bulliner was one of them; and, under the cir- 
cumstances, it was evident that each of the u- 
sailants was guilty of murder in the first degree.

Ic is reported in the community generally that 
Stanley and Sisney were friends; and E.

Fur- 
ther, Sisney was surety for Stanley as adminis- 
trator of an estate, 

ON THE OTHER HAND, 

Stanley is well known as a rough character. Six 
years ago his brother was killed at an election by 
a man named Cash. Shortly after, Cash was 
waylaid on the road and shot dead. Nobody was 
ever prosecuted for it; no arrests were made, 
but suspicion pointed to Stanley. Next, Sisney’s 
life having already been attempted, he would 
bave only come down stairs, and so exposed him- 
self to be shot, at call of a friend—or supposed 
friend. Staniey was such, which woula have 
rendered bim efficient asa confederate in the 
murder. Then Staniey is reported to have been 
harboring ‘‘ Jim” Norris, jointly indicted with 
Cagle for the attempt on life of Sisney. If 
Cogle were convicted, it is believed, with appar- 
ent good reason, thas he would tell what he 
knows about Norris and the rest implicated m 
the murders and series of marderous assaults 
lately committed, in the latter of which he, Ca- 
gle, partacepated.

He Is Wanted at St. Louis for Cutting 
a Man’s Head Off.

MoQloskey’s Statements to the Officers 


What the Prisoner Has to Say for Himself. 


An important arrest of a person secused of 
committing no less than four horrible murders, 
has been made at the Union Stock-Yards, and 
the prisoner is now confined in a cell at the 
Central Police Station in this city. The deten- 
tion is at the instacce of persons who claim to 
have identified the alleged murderer, and he is 
wanted in St. Lonis by the Chief of Police for 
one of the crimes, that of literally chopping 
the head off a laborer named Russell. 
two years ago,* with 4 spade. The 
name of the prisoner, aa designated by his 
accusers, is Barney Cane, but he asserte that it 
is William Howard. He is a man of rough ex- 
terior, 57 years old, and bears the scars and ap- 
pearance of one who has led a rough life. His 
identification as the guilty party is positive, and 
the character and reputation of the oomplain- 
ants is such that full reliance has been placed in 
them by the authorities at the Stock-Yards and 
in the eity. 

IN ADDITION TO THE RUSSELL MURDER, 

Cane is charged witb the killing of his first wife 
in Orange County, N. Y., some years ago; the 
murder of a man in Kansas; and of having a 
hard in the tragic death of one or more of the 
persons 80 brutally murdered in Williamson 
County, in the southern part of this State. If 
the record against him, based on the opinions of 
individuals and expressions unguardadly dropped 
by the prisoner,is true, then indeed he 1 a ter- 
rible human butcher, saad u is well he 
is in the toils of the officers of 
the law. The itmerant habits of the 
man and his own confessions regarding his life 
are fall of fearful suspicion, and stamp him as a 
dangerous and desperate man. 

Cane is a man fully 6 feet in height, with a 
smooth face and cunning grey eyes, and a voice 
which denotes the American-born man, and is 
clear and steady. His dress indicates the

Union Stock-Yards police force, 
accomplished in the following manner: 
About 9 o’clock last Sonday night, Detective 
Casey met a young man of good address named 
James MoClusky, who voluntarily informed 
him, on learning that he was an officer, that he 
was sure he bad seen the man who murdered 
Russell at St. Louis two years ago, in Lindell 
Park, while working with him. Casey at first 
took the matter with several grains of allowance, 
an éxperience of eight years on the city force 
teac him to regard such statements with 
care. But the young man was so positive, and 
seemed so desirous of relieving his mind of 
some burden, that the officer listened attentively 
to him, after first taking his name in a note- 
book, and receiving from him assurances that 
he was in earnest, and had no desire to do any 
one harm. He was a stranger there, he ‘said, 
and was engaged in shipping live stock for Mo- 
Carthy & Co., of St. Louis. The detective took 
him to the police station in the Town-Hall, near 
the Transit House, and brought him mto the 
presence of Sergt. Grady. After looking about 
until 2 o'clock the next morning, it was decided

should be revewed at daylight on Monday, and, 
in order to keep the informant to his*word, he 
was placed in Casey's care aud by him given a 
cot to sleep on in the station. Casey took care 
to remain by him, and, there being no lock on 
the door, shoved the bed against it. But there 
was no need of the precautions so well taken, 
and at daybreak the oflicer’and informant arose, 
and began to look about the streets, sa 
loons, and boarding-houses. After two or 
three hours spent in this way fruitlessly, Casey 
began to think that if the murderer had been 
there he had espied McClusky and quietly stolen 
away. The young man was in charge of a drove 
of cattle, which necessitated his attention and 
departure at 9 o'clock that morning, and he so in- 
formed the Sergeant and the detective. 
peated his assurances that he was in earnest in 
the effort to bring a murderer to justice, and in- 
formed them. that he knew there was a reward 
offered for Cane’s arrest, and desired to share it 
with the ollicers in the event of their 
making the capture on his information. 
The officers gave him to understand, with some 
misgivings as to the correctness of his state- 
ments regarding the identity of the murderer, 
that they would give him a fair proportion of 
any reward received. 

DESCRIPTION. 

McClusky then left the following memoran- 
dum with Casey : 

Barney Cane, wanted in St. Louis for the murder of 
Ru im Lindell Park two years ago. Height, 5 feet 
81g inches ; weight, 180 pounds, Has smooth face; 
complexion fair, eyes gray and full; has scar on left 
side of the nose, Wears black sack coat and slouch 
bat, and says he is from Texas, and goes by the name 
of Sanders. He has a coarse voice when speaking. 

The young man also informed the officers that 
Cane had actually cut Russell's head off with a 
spade without serious cause, and the murdered 
man had left a family consisting of a wife and 
five children who were in destitute circumstances. 
After committing the crime Oane tied, and had 
not been seen until Saturday last. 

McClusky went to Philadelphia, and the Ser- 
geant and the detective renewed the search im- 
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ghters living, In answer to inquiries as 
to his occupation, he replied that he worked a

but bad not been a live-stock herder or drover. 
Ita that he had been employed a few days 
in P & Fuller's planing- on Twenty- 
second street, and, when arrested, been at 
the Stock-Yards but a few days. He has a long 
scar on the left side of hia nose, as noted in the 
description given by MeClosky, and in fact bears 
out the memorandum now m Casey’s hands. He 
states his age as 57 years. hair is dark 
gray, and his whole appearance betokens the 
man who has rou 8 
Capt. Hickey * last evening to St.

An officer is expected to arrive here this morn- 
ing, and take back in the evening.

THE LOWER MISSISSIPPI. 

Mempnts, Aug. 12.—During the twenty-four 
hours ending at 6 o'clock this evening, the river 
has risen only one-third of an inch, and only 
shows 33 feet 10 inches flush on the gauge, 
which is a trifle above the spring rise, and 2 
inches below the danger line. 

Additional news from below in reference to the 
crevasses at Burke's Place, in the lower end of 
Cohoma County, Miss., states that there is a 
gap of 12 miles between the levee districts of 
Cohoma and Bolivar Counties, and at the lowest 
point, which is Burke's, a private levee has been 
constructed, which broke on last Friday night, 
since whea the water has been pouriug through 
the crevasse and thence into Hushpuckany and 
Sunflower. About 3,000 acres of cotton and 
corn heve already been destroyed in that 
vicinity. At Chicot City they report the railroad 
inundated at Four and Eight Mile Posts, and 
that most of the lands between there and Red 
Fork, on the Arkansas River, are submerged. 
Planters are reticent in regard to their losses, 
and steamboat men are not inclined to array the 
planters against them by giving information 
concerning the damage, exeept in general terms.

They commence with a base 
of about twelve gabions, made of willow twigs 
filled with earth, which sustain between their 
angles eleven gabions, upon which are placed 
ten more, and #0 on, the number in each course 
lessening gradually to the top, where there are 
only four or five. Here is a method that could 
be employed advantageously upon the Mississip- 
pi, fot there is nothing that can be used for the

Here is a string of misrepresentations con- 
cerning the debt of this city founded on the 
false and malicious allegations of the Chica- 
go Times.

1. That the city debt is larger than the 
Constitution permits, and tothe extent of 
the excess is illegal. 

2. That the debt was incurred for waste- 
ful and extravagant improvements. 

3. That the city is now called upon to pay 
for a dead horse.” 

There is not the slightest foundation in 
truth for any of these statements. 


at the time of the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion in Angust, 1870, was $13,934,000. At 
the date of the fire in October, 1871, it had 
been reduced to $13,546,000, which is the 
precise sum now due. Nothing has been add- 
ed to it since the Constitution declared that 
the debt af no municipality should exceed 5 
per cent of the State valuation of the tax- 
able property thereof. The debt existing at 
the time of the adoption of the Constitution, 
being then slightly in exeess of the State 
limit, was not declared illegal ; the effect of 
the limitation was to prohibit any addition to 
the bonds in the future in excess of the lim- 
itation. 

That debt was not created for any waste- 
ful or extravagant improvements. There is 
a substantial showing for all of it. That 
debt was contracted for the following pur- 
poses :

For the water debt Chicago has a magnifi- 
cent system of water-works and ample sup- 
ply of the best of water, the whole cost to 
completion of which is included in the item 
above, which will be sufficient for twenty 
years to come. This water system is now 
self-supporting ; it pays the interest on its 
debt, and furnishes a sinking fund for the 
payment of the debt out of its own earnings, 
without any taxation on the property of the 
public. It has practically, though not legal- 
ly, ceased to be a debt of the city. It takes 
care of itself. 

The rrver improvement debt was an exten- 
sion of our sewerage system ; it was incurred 
for deepening the canal 30 miles, thereby 
draining Chicago River into the Illinois 


‘River. The work cost $3,250,000, of which 


$600,000 has been raised by taxation and 
paid. For the sewerage bonds, Chicago has 
to show 240 miles of sewers, draining 480 
miles of frontage; this property cost many 
millions of dollars, 


The work was indispensable to existence. 
Chicago has to show for her school-debt 
sites and buildings, not including those de- 
stroyed by the fire, valued at not less than 
three times the amount of the school-debt. 
The city in 1869-’70 built a City-Hall at an 
expense of $600,000, of which sum $323,000 
constitutes part af the debt. The building 
was destroyed by the great fire in 1871. The 
tannels under the river were demanded by 
the people for the purpose of affording unin- 
terrupted intercourse between the several 
divisions of the city; they are intact; they 
cost $1,050,000, and the outstanding bonds 
represent what is unpaid. 

There are $240,000 due on the House of 
Correction property, for which the city has 
fifty-six acres of land and the large build 
ings of a value far in excess of the debt. 
The other items which go to make up the 
rest of the debt represent fragments of old 
liabilities contracted many years ago for 
paving streets, erecting the aM Coart- 
House, the old Armory, Market-Honuses, 
and other public buildings, and con- 
structing bridges. It will be seen, 
therefore, that Chicago has an overwhelming

PUTTING GREENBACKS AT PAR. 

We print this morning a letter in which 3 
plan is suggested by which specie-payments 
may be reached by January, 1879, without 
any sudden disturbance of values. It is prac- 
ticable, simple, and direct. It proposes: 1, 
That holders of greenbacks may present them 
at the Treasury at any time and receive there- 
for a 25-year bond, bearing 44 per cent inter- 
est, the interest to begin Jamuary, 1879. 2. 
That the greenbacks, as they are exchanged 
for bonds, be canceled and not again issued. 
In other words, that the greenbacks be re. 


| | lieved of their present irredeemable character 


by making them redeemable im a bond, which 
bond will bear interest aftér a day im the 
future. This scheme, like all others having 
in view the elevation of the eurrency to par 
and the ultimate retirement of Government 
currency, will meet with the opposition of 
the ignorant and fanatical people who talk so 
wildly about contraction of the eurrency. 
Such a bond, if now issued, would probably 
rate in gold at something less than the present 
value of the greenback; but its value would 
increase as the time drew near, and with it 
the value of the greenback would als in- 
crease. If the greenback be now worth 88 
cents, with no immediate measures taken for 
its redemption at par other than the indefi- 
nite promise to resume specie-payments in 
1879, these bonds, fundable in a bend princi- 
pal and interest payable in gold, and interest 
at 44 per cent to begin three years 
hence,’ ought to have a market value 
nearly that of the greenback. Until the 
bond began to bear interest, the only differ- 
enee between it and the greenback would be 
that the latter would be a legal-tender; but 
the bond would, nevertheless, pass as cur- 
rency in payment of debts. It would take 
the place of the greenbacks in the payment 
of large sums. It would have no foreign 
market until sach time as it would begin to 
bear interest. The new Government 5-per- 
cents. now sell at 100@101 in gold Leis 
more than probable that the proposed 4 
twenty-five year bonds would sell at par in 
1879. At all events, the Government cnr. 
rency scrip would be at par if the bonds in- 
to which they would be convertible were at 
that point. Until the bonds exceeded par 
there would not necessarily be any rush to 
invest in them,—the greenbacks themselves, 
as the time for redemption drew near, grad- 
ually approximating to par. 

The greatest benefit of such a bond, out- 
side of the provision for the ultimate retire- 
ment of the national scrip, would be the 
check it would place on the fluctuations in 
the valnatton of the currency. The increase 
in value would be permanent, and any serious 
decline in the value of greenbacks would be 
instantly checked by investment in the 
bonds. The change in value would always 
be a rising one, and there could be no baok- 
ward turn. The infiationists, however, will 
not tolerate such a scheme, because their ob- 
ject is to reduce, and not increase, the value 
of greenbacks ; to make them permanently 
irredeemable, instead of redeeming them in 
any form.

It does not depend 
like a note on the solvency, good faith, hon- 
or, or honesty of any maker for value or pay- 
ment, because it is payment itself. It is not 
only the standard of value, but actual value. 

But the Erpres still sticks to the ridica- 
lous idea that it was gold whieh became 
frightened on the 27th of July, om the an- 


nouncement of the failure of the private 


banking-house of Duncan, Suerman & Co., 
and lost value.and fluctuated up and down 
for several hours, and it assumes that green- 
backs stood firm during the temporary panic, 
and that wheat and corn were unafiected in 
price because they were bought and sold in 
the greenback currency !

This is literally what occurred that day. It 
does seem to us that any man with sense 
enough to come in when it rains can see that 
it was the paper scrip called greenbacks 
which fluctuated in value on that occasion. 

2. On turning to the Chicago market re- 
ports in Tas Trinows of that day we find 
that wheat, so far from maintaining a steady 
price, as the Erprem appears to think it did, 
fluctuated as violently as the greenbacks. 
The quotations state that wheat opened at 
$1.16} in greenbacks per bushel, advanced to

| the surplas available for export out of the erop of 1875. 
Enough old wheat is still on hand to supply the deficien- 
cy. The difference in the character of the two will un- 
doubtedly lead to a further improvement in the 
comparative estimation in which spring wheat 
Sour is held for family use. Within two or three 
years past it has become u decided favorite with many 
who before that had used only winters. Now the lat 
ter is tangled so much that 2 great deal of it has been 
or will be saved in poor condition, making bread that 
will not stay in the oven unless baled in tins, Oats 
will be a splendid crop in the West, and parties who 
have been scanning the situation with a critical eye 
say that the yield east of Ohio is so large that it will 
supply nearly all the wants of the Atlantie seaboard, 
leaving the bulk of our Western oats to be consumed 
near home, In barley the situation is yét too unde- 
cided to permit of even an expert forming an intelli- 
gent opinion, beyond the view that there will be a 
rather large yield of uncertain quality. Corn de- 
pends entirely on the weather of the future; early 
frosta would be death to the erop. 

There was little change in any of the features of 
the dry-goods market, a quiet movement being wit- 
nessed at about steady prices. Groceries were dealt in 
with considerable freedom. There was s good country 
dermand, both for staple and side articles, end orders 
from local dealers abo made a respectable aggregate. 
The course of prices was the same as on the earlier 
days of the week. Butter was in good request at fully 
late prices, and cheese also was moving fairly at for- 
mer quotations, In the dried-fruit market there was 
no apparemt change. Aside from a few lines the de- 
mand was light, but the prevalent feeling was fairly 
firm. Fish continues in good demand, and, with the 
exception of cod, were firm, Coal and wood sold at 
previous quotations. The oil trade is improving, and 
there is a better feeling among jobbera, Linseed con- 
tinues in active demand, and holders are asking a fur- 
ther advance of 3c, Raw oil is now held at Tse, and 
boiled at 800.

THE TURNER CASE. 
ENDED FOR THE PRESENT. 

Upon the opening of the Criminal Court yes- 
terday morning, from the presence of Messrs. 
Swett, Storrs, Barnum, R. K. Turner, and How- 
ard A. Turner, it was evident that something 
was about to be added to the history of the 
great forgery trial which had occupied the Court 
for the past. two weeks. It was known that an 
attempt had been made to arrest Howard A. 
Turner the evening previous, but without suc- 
cess, and while his appearance in Court, for the 
first time, was the result of an understand- 
ing between the authorities and Mr. Sweti, 
a great deal of speculation was indulged in as 
te the real meaning of his presence, and the 


probable future movements ip the case. 


Mr. Swett was the first to gratify the curiosity 
of the spectators making a motion that the 
bail of the defendant be discharged, and the 
trial on the four indictments, two against R. K. 
Turner, and two against R. K. and Howard A. 
Turner, be postponed until the civil svits in 
ejectment pending were disposed of. He alluded 
to the presence of Howard A. Turner in court, 
and admitted that he had advised him to keep 
out of the way. He maintained that it would be 
unjust to force Turner to a second trial until 
the civil cause was settled, as he believed 
the facts that would be elicited in the ejectment 
suits would have a material effect in the crim- 
inal ings. By discharging the bail, as 
asked, the Court would assume no risks, as the 
Turners could not afford to escape a trial, if op- 
portunity were afforded them. 

Mr. Barnum regarded the motion rather auda- 


cious, especially since the resuit of the late trial 


inted so clearly toa conviction in the next. 

K. Turner bad been unable to establish his 
innocence, avd his brother bad not dared to ap- 
pear for trial, these being circumstances making 
the motion preposterous. The civil suits had no 
connection whatever with the criminal proceed- 
ings, and when disposed of could not possibly do 
the Turners any good. The defendanis held that 
Hill's title to the land in dispute was not good. 
which if they sueceeded in establishing would 
not affect Turner’s criminality. It was not Hill's 
tithe that was to be tried. but whether or not 
Turner was guilty of what was charged against 
him in the indictments. 

. Storrs ar the motion was a proper 
ove, and that the Court should exercise its indi- 
vidual — in di ing of it. He held 
that a verdict for Turner in the ejectment suits 
would affect the criminal procedure to such an 
extent that no prosecuting officer would there- 
after have the effrontery to ask a trial on the in- 
diotments. 

After further argument, the Court decided to 
continue the criminal proceedings until the Feb- 
ruary term, and to reduce tho bail on the four 
indictments from 850. 000 to $10,000. 

The bond was prepared at once, the father of 
the defendant becoming his surety.

LOCAL LETTERS: 
FEMALE EDUCATION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Cutcaco, Aug. 12.—A recent issue of Tux 
Trinune contains a pungent and well-written 
letter on the subject of a ‘‘ Young woman being 
a problem not easy to solve,” and signed by a 
‘* Young woman.” In looking over the letter ro- 
ferred to, I find much to reflect apon, and a sub- 
ject at once wide and complex. I will, how- 
ever, present a few ideas only, and that in the 
briefest manner possible. First and foremost : 
This ‘* Young Woman,” all honor to her, say I. 
makes many points, and well taken, too, against 
Mr. W. 8. B. Mathews. Not having read the 
article alluded to, I cannot, of course, say any- 
thing as to ite general merits or demerits. I can 
only take the quatations and the criticism there- 
on for my theme. Preluding by saying that I 
have no personality to serve, having neither the 
honor of Mr. M.'s friendship, hardly that of his 
acquaintance, I may uow freely give my views. 
The problem of comprehending a young 
woman, with her many aspirations, impulses, 
and peculiarities, is not a difficult thing, 
provided the middle-aged man has a proper 
knowledge of himself to begin with; that his 
philosophy be analytical; that he builds on a 
foundation of long experience—that best of all 
guides; and that he liberates himself, in toto, 
from ali prejudice in criticism. It is difficalt, in 
looking over this subject, and in the short space 
usually permitted in a newspaper communica- 
tion, to do more than merely peep for a moment 
at it; but lagree in the argument presented 
by this Loung Woman, and will supplement it 
with a few more ideas in her support. 

The accomplished and honest music-master 
can do a great deal, if he will, in shaping the 
character of those young girls who come to him 
for instruction; for he teaches—of all others 
—that science which must draw out and cultivate 
the finest sensibilities of her soul. Haviog been 
myself a teacher for over twenty years, and hav- 
ing had hundreds upon bundreds of young 
ladies under tuition, it is fair to presume that, if 
I have been honest and conscientious, and 
earnest in my endeavors to make good students, 
my first care would be to understand my pupil ; 
all that was needful for me to know to reach her 
intellect. Almighty God has made no two beings 
alike—neither are two giris alike. This fact be- 
comes quickly apparent to such a teacher, and 
he shapes his words, actions, and counsel ac- 
cordingly. If he arrives at mature (I should 
have said middle) age in the constant teach- 
ing of this beautiful but much-abused art, and 
be of the disposition before mentioned, if he 
canvot solve the problem of how to read a young 
woman, whocan? This holds good not alone in 
music, but with teachers in her other studies. 

I deny, further, that her frivolities unfit her 
to look forward to the future with no higher 
purpose than the obtaining of fine clothes and a 
husband. It is a fact, too, and I cali upon the 
various heads of mixed seminaries to indorse it, 
whether the young women are not as clever, at- 
tentive, well-behaved, and up to the standard of 
their studies as their equals of the other sex. 
It a girl likes to be weil-dressed, and put her 
best foot foremost, how many empty or thick- 
headed boobies of the other sex can you find whose 
great and tormenting trouble is to dress their 
angular anatomies in the most faultiess and ro- 
cherche style,—in fact, perfectly killing! Are 
they a problem difficult tocomprehend? The 
answer may be found when you crack open one 
of those large. fat-looking hickory-nutse—a 
good deal of shell, but a fraction of meat. 

Again: a young girl is easy to understand be- 

cause she naturally looks up to, and relies upon, 
those who are placed in authority over her; and 
still easier when her respect mixes with affec- 
tionate esteom. Experienced teachers can look 
back through the long vista of their labors, and 
pick out numbers of their pupils who were, to 
them, as an open book. Bat young men are 
powertuily tricky. The warmest, purest, and 
best feelings of my nature well upto the sur- 
face often when I bethink me of this, that, or 
the other of the many noble, virtuous, and 
high-spirited girls whom I have known and 
loved as a father loves tus daughter. All these 
looked to the future and were not difficult to un- 
derstand. Another view: Music teachers earn 
a large part of their bread and butter from the 
tuition of young girlie; and mine is the experi- 
ence no doubt of all my confreres, that, when 
the bridegroom steps in, the music-master steps 
out. 
With these views, and apart from its philo- 
sophical criticism, it does seem alike ungenerous 
and misplaced for a music-teacher to write down 
a claes of ambitious, industrious, and gentile 
girls in so sneering a mahner. It is too orac- 
ular, and smacks strongly of empiricism and a 
lack of good judgment. This becomes doubly 
so from a teacher whose necessities have been 
largely administered to from the  prof- 
its arising from young women’s” mu- 
sical aspirations. Low, very low, figures are 
sometimes paid to teachers at mixed seminaries, 
—a fact of which Mr. M. himself can bear am- 
ple teatimooy. I have not exhausted the sub- 
ject, by aoy means; but I must be permitted to 
eay, in conclusion, that I, for one, will stand by 
the giris,—the mothers and molders of the fu- 
ture generation ; especially those who are study- 
ing and stru ging etree at great disadvantages, 
to fit the ves their several positions in 
life, and protect them when I can; counsel them 
righteously when asked; and never will write or 
say a word to their discouragement in all their 
efforts a their farther advancement in 
virtue, self-retiance, and noble impulses. . This 
I say, not for 10,000 young American women,— 
which is much under the mark,—but for at least 
another cipher added. C. 8. C.

They have two stories and basements, 
and areof brick, stone steps and trimmings, 
brick partitions, tin roofs, and all beams and 
rafters are thoroughly protected from fire with 
concrete. Four two-story brick dweliings have 
been erected with tin roofs, ete., which, with 
lots, including fences, walks, etc., are offered 
for $1,800 each, $500 cash, and the remainder in 
easy payments.

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HYDE PARK. 
TOWN BOARD MEETING. 

At the meeting of the Town Board Tuesday 
evening, the Village Engineer, Mr. Waite, re- 
ported in favor of constructing sewers and 
drains extending from State street to the lake, 
at a distance of half a mile from each other. 
There is no need for such close construetion. If 
they were at a distance of a mile apart, they 
would afford sufficient sewerage and drainage 
for a town like Hyde Park. Besides, in building 
each one, the road in which it is constructed 
would be quite or nearly impassable for several 
months. By Mr. Waite’s plan, several sewers 
would have to pass through the South Park, 
which is objectionable; bat by constructing 
them only every mile, some if not all of these 
objections could be avoided. 

One of these—the Sixtieth street drain—will 
have to pass through the lake shore drvision of 
the South Park for a distance of half a mile at 
or near near the north end of the contemplated 
lake, or it will have to empty into the park lake, 
which will be very objectionable; hence this 
drain should be avoided if possible. 

The drain at Eighty-third street will have to 
pass the north end of Mud Lake and through 
the centre of Hog Island, and strike half a mile 
north of the C., B. & Q. R. R. car shops. That 
seems a dirty enough route for a drain—better 
have that one constructed. 

No regular system can be adopted for the dis-

Untortunates Fixed at Lincoin, (1). 
—Some Dissatisiaction at the Decis- 
ion—An Account of the Diffcrent Of- 
fers from Competing Cities.

Sprinarierp, III., Aug. 12.—The agony is 
over, and Lincoln has been selected as the site 
for the Institution for the Feeble-Minded. There 
were fifteen contestants, and at each of these 
places sites which were regarded as well-suited 
in all respects for the wants of the Institution 
were offered at exceedingly low prices. Peoria 
offered 44 acres of most excellent land, the 
site coming up fully to the requirements 
of the law, with water for ten years, 
free; Vandalia, 160 acres of land for $3,000; 

Alton, 40 acres right in the city for $4,000, site 

first-class ; Mattoon, 40 acres in the city, near 

the reservoir, for $1 ; Mount Vernon, 40 acres, 
superb site, for $4,500; Lincoln, 40 acres in 
the city for $7,500; Decatur, 80 acres for $10,- 

000, water-mains to be extended free to the in- 

stitution ; Princeton, 168 acres for $6,500 ; Jack- 

sonviile, 40 acres for $4,000, water-pipe to bo laid 
to the institution free; Springfield, 40 acres for 
$10,000 ; Bloomington, 18 acres, $7,500; Princeton, 

160 acres for $7,500; Aurora, 55 acres for $15,-
